"I prefer the other species," said 


Mr. Baettner, "but the people want 
them and so I raise them." 


He has 29 rearing ponds, all built, 


or rather dug, by hand. In these 
ponds the fi** are kept according 
to their ages. The small ones can- 
not be kept -with the big ones be- 
cause they -would be eaten up, for 
the trout Is naturally a car.albaT. 


In one pond there are hundreds 


of lusty Steelheads. These fine, ac- 
tive trout were first obtained from 
Yellowstone Park. They spawn In 
February and March, as do the Rain- 
bows, and they are just as active, 
It was a revelation to see them in 
action -when Mr. Buettner dropped 
? handful of chopped liver into their 
pond. Instantly the -water boiled as 
the fish came for it, many of them 
actually leaping above the surface 
in their anxiety to get their share. 


The hatchery is fed by 48 gallons

- Before he left for his European trip 
Secretary Mellon gave a frank and in- 
telligent discussion concerning the 
federal deficit.

XO-B-, tha purpose of .the fol- 
lowing few lines is not to criticize, 
add to, or detract from the -words of 
these educated men: for if their, 
work, has been accepted for so many

5£y pur- 
pose is to give the view of only 
one class of employees, perhaps the 
most, insig-Rificaat class, the caddie. 


Daring my past years of carrying ] 


golf clubs and watching little white 
dots, I have tried to lisderstand the 
different classes of people for whom 
I have worked. The latter fact Is 
especially mentionable because there 
seems to be a constant -misunder- 
standing- between the golfer and his 
caddie, or at least on the part of 
some golfers. 


What is a caddie? To one.person 


he seems to be an assistant in his 
round of golf. The caddie is con- 
sulted on the coming shot or. as un- 
known hazard. To another golfer, 
he is like a pet dog—just something 
to cheer him after a. days work in 
the oSIce. To a thii'd mac the caddie 
is merely a mechanical mat*. In a. 
fourth golfer's estimation, a caddie 
is a low-down,—some human object 
below the level of civilization. 


The golfer last mentioned, is with- 


out doubt, hated more than any oth- 
er class. I know a, man, a really 
fine golfer, who always seems 
to 


find something for which to repre- 
mand his caddie. Despite the fact 
that he usually hits the ball down 
the middle of the fairway, he claims 
his caddie always has trouble In 
finding that little pill, 
while he 


himself has trouble In • finding a 
caddie. On one occasion when this 
particular golfer rolled toward the 
caddie house, there was a sudden 
hush, among the caddies. But the 
hush did not last .long, for a 
scramble toward the 
back 
fence 


soon followed. "While !Mr. Grouch 
was stepping on the platform he 
called to the caddie master 'TVhere 
the hell are all the caddies today?" 
After • a. long, 
tiresome 
search 


through the nearby bushes and hills, 
the caddie master returned with one 
sheepish looking victim who did not 
have the luck to escape the 'inqui- 
sition*. Not long after Mr. Grouch 
had begun his round of golf, my 
number appeared at the top of the 
list and I was called to caddie for a j 
kind middle-aged woman. ' As we ] 
passed the former group on hole 
number three, the caddie was scour- 


iar th* ravin* for Mr. GroocbVc 
"brand, new" golf ball. The caddl* 
didn't speak to me (for That would 
have meant another eafflng 
down 


for bim* but I could read in bis ex- 
pression the words . . . Well, never 
min4 tne words, for they'd look 
terrible- in print. "And who is **>ty 
cruel golfer?"' you raak ask. He is 
the man who gained his money 
over night and is losing it jast as 
fast, but who will not admit the 
latter fact. Accordingly he *»=»« de- 
cided to treat his caddie and an the 
rest of his unfortunate employees !n 
a manner pleasing only to himself. 


Then there are also the people 


who pay little or no attention to 
their caddies. They hardly speak a 
-word to them except for" asking an 
occasional favor. They;|fre. polite, 
yes—but too formal- 
This is th« 


case especially with the society wo- 
man who believes that if she speaks 
frequently with the 
caddie, 
she 


might abuse the company of the 
other TTTif'a'^s in the crowd. In this 
class there are also many young 
girls who, for some or perhaps no 
reason do not act quite civil towarx 
their caddies. On instance only.- 


I had been toting the golf bag fo 


a certain young lady, on almost ev 
ery occasion on which she appeared 
at the club. During all my work 
she -was rather cold toward me. On 
one occasion, she asked me wheth 
er I would stin caddie after schoo 
hours during the coming fall. How 
that cold expression changed when 
she learned I was attending a board 
ing school instead of the local hlg' 
schooL Before the round was com 
pleted.
